MOTION TO DISMISS 

Plaintiffs, by and through counsel, respectfully request dismissal of this case 
without prejudice pursuant to Federal Rule of Civil Procedure 41(a). Plaintiffs originally 
filed this action on November 18, 2005, seeking review and remand of a Hearing 
Officer's Decision and Order, which was issued on August 23, 2005 by the District of 
Columbia Public Schools Student Hearing Office, pursuant to the Individuals with 
Disabilities Education Act ("IDEA") as amended, 20 U.S.C. §§ 1401-1419. 



Plaintiffs have not yet served the complaint in this case on Defendants because 
Plaintiffs were making efforts to resolve this matter at the administrative level. Plaintiffs 
were seeking an amendment from the Student Hearing Officer to revise the order to 
correct typographical errors affecting the schedule for the delivery of compensatory 
education services. With the consent of DCPS counsel, Plaintiffs were able to obtain this 
amended order from the Student Hearing Officer on November 23, 2005. 
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Therefore, Plaintiffs respectfully request that this civil action now be dismissed 
without prejudice pursuant to Federal Rule of Civil Procedure 41(a).
